REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
method requires a particular machine to carry out the instant steps, such as exciting the 
dyes with different excitation wavelengths and measuring emission spectrum of the 
sample. Thus, the claimed invention is statutory. Furthermore, the prior art does not 
teach finding the different between the emission spectrum, squaring the difference, and 
minimizing the integral of the square of the difference or where wavelength separation 
points of the portions of the emission spectrum are defined by intersection points.
